This technology will minimize the impact of the 
Liberty development on the environment. 

"I want to congratulate Alaska's oil Industry and our Department of Natural Resources for 
these pro-development achievements," Governor Palln said. "Our state has the resources 
and the people to address the nation's energy needs. Alaska remains an attractive and 
inviting place for oil and gas industry investment. I look forward to more good news in the 
future." 

When production begins in 2011, the state will share In the royalties paid by BP to the 
federal government. Under existing law, the state will receive 27 percent of the royalties or 
almost 5 million barrels over the life of the project. The state and other producers on the 
North Slope will also benefit from potentially lower tariffs on the TAPS pipeline. At its peak 
in 2014, Liberty will produce 40,000 barrels per day and contribute to an increase of 6 
percent of total TAPS throughput. 

BP's Liberty announcement comes along after a string of good news in Alaska's oil patch. 
ConocoPhlllips last week announced "first oil" from its Qannik prospect in the Colville River 
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Unit. Qannlk production will peak in 2009 at 4,000 barrels per day. With potential expansion the 
prospect may yield over 25 million barrels. On June 13, 2008, Pioneer began production from its 
Oooguruk field. Oooguruk is a 90 million barrel oil field that will reach peak production of 20,000 
barrels per day In 2010. Pioneer is one of the new independents now working in Alaska and is the 
only independent operator on the North Slope. Soon to follow Pioneer as operator of a new 
producing oil field is the major Italian oil company ENI which sanctioned the neighboring Nlkiatchuq 
oil field in January 2008. Development of this oil field is now underway.

BP sanctions Liberty development 

This morning BP said it has sanctioned development of its Liberty oil 



prospect, which is offshore northern Alaska in the Beaufort Sea. 

The $1.5 billion development plan for Liberty entails the drilling of 
six ultra -extended reach development wells from existing near-shore 
facilities at the Endicott satellite island under the Beaufort Sea to 
the Liberty reservoir, which is some five miles offshore the North 
Slope. The drilling would involve horizontal departures of 34,000 to 
44,000 feet, requiring the use of a purpose-built rig that will be the 
largest land rig in the world, BP has said. 

Using the Endicott satellite island allows BP to produce Liberty without 
building a remote offshore island and pipeline infrastructure, thus 
significantly reducing the environmental impact of the new development. 
First production from Liberty is expected in 2011. 

BP expects to recover about 100 million barrels of oil from Liberty. The 
company has said the reservoir is "high quality with wells capable of 
delivering 15,000 barrels of oil per day or more initial production." 

Liberty was discovered by BP in 1997, and is one of the largest 
undeveloped light oil fields in the BP Alaska portfolio. 

The BP-operated Endicott field is east of Prudhoe Bay. It came online in 
1987 and was the world's first producing offshore Arctic oil field. 
Endicott is linked to shore with a 1.5-mile gravel causeway.

New York. NY. Jnly IS, 2008 — Naming critical concerns regarding confidentiality and authority, the 
National Conference of Insurance Legislators (NCOIL) advised a slowdown of a market conduct annual 
statement (MCAS) proposal being considered by the National Association of Insurance Commissioners 
(NAIC). The NCOIL Executive and State-Federal Relations Committees on July 1 1 and 13 unanimously 
adopted a resolution questioning an NAIC plan to piggy-back on statutorily required annual financial 
statements in order to facilitate a centralized NAIC market conduct database, during the NCOIL Summer 
Meeting here. 

Sponsored by NCOIL Vice President and State-Federal Relations Committee Chair, Representative 
Robert Damron (KY), the resolution says that the NAIC should defer consideration of its project "to fully 
address the concerns of state legislators and other interested parties— and to give state legislators critical 
opportunities to consider and develop the appropriate public policy with regard to such [MCAS] data." 

The resolution commits NCOIL to "working with the NAIC and with individual state regulators regarding 
an appropriate collection of market conduct data that would best serve consumers and insurers and 
promote modernized insurance marketplaces." It states, among other things, the following concerns. 



NCOIL TO NAIC: SLOW DOWN ON 
CONTROVERSIAL MARKET CONDUCT PROPOSAL 
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• No state legislature has required a fundamental change or expansion in the nature of the insurer annual 
statement to include market conduct data. 

• NCODL, has concerns regarding NAIC authority to collect market conduct data as part of an annual statement 
filing. 

• NCOIL questions whether the costs of compliance might outweigh the benefits to consumers, insurance 
companies, regulators, and state legislatures. 

• NCOIL has concerns regarding the confidentiality of market conduct data, since such data has not before 
been made public.

Adoption of the proposal followed a presentation by NAIC Market Regulation and Consumer Affairs (D) 
Committee Chair, Commissioner John Morrison (MT), and a nearly one-hour discussion between legislators and 
regulators regarding the NAIC proposal. Legislators asserted that an NCOIL Market Conduct Surveillance Model 
Law adopted in late 2006 to streamline the market conduct examination process may have better served many of 
the NAIC proposal's goals. 

Commissioner Morrison described the (D) Committee proposal to collect MCAS data through the Annual 

Statement Blank— which has been used to collect company financial data, not market data — and to centrally store 

and analyze such information at the NAIC. He noted that the NAIC Executive Committee was scheduled to s 

consider the proposal during a Jury 8 conference call that was postponed without a make-up date due to NAIC 

administrative employment matters. 

NCOIL previously had raised concerns over the NAIC proposal in a May 23 letter from NCOIL Officers to NAIC 
President, Commissioner Sandy Praeger (KS). The letter urged the NAIC to delay an Executive Committee vote to 
adopt the proposal and noted that "although NAIC and NCOIL have met repeatedly during NCOIL and NAIC 
meetings, this particular proposal was not brought forward for discussion." The NAIC deferred the vote on a May 
28 conference call, assuring NCOIL President Representative Brian Kennedy (RI) that it would amply vet the 
proposal and consider legislative input. 

Insurance industry trade groups have been critical of the NAIC proposal, saying that the plan is a way to t 
circumvent state statutes that require market conduct data to be considered confidential and that the NAIC did not 
nave the legal authority to maintain the confidentiality of market conduct data — as required by state statutes. 

The NCOIL Summer Meeting was held from Jury 1 through 1 3 at the Marriott Marquis. 

NCOIL is an organization of state legislators whose main area of public policy interest is insurance legislation and 
regulation. Most legislators active in NCOIL either chair or are members of the committees responsible for 
insurance legislation in their respective state houses across the country. More information is available at 
wwwjicoil.org .

She and her gallery have 
been active supporters of Alaska arts and artists for decades, carrying artwork from 
across the state and hosting exhibitions, shows and First Friday open houses.

NCOIL INSURANCE SCORING MODEL HAS REGULATION UNDER CONTROL, NEW RESOLUTION 

ASSERTS 



New York. New York. June 14. 20p8 — As Congress debates bills that would toss aside state efforts to 
regulate credit-based insurance scoring, the National Conference of Insurance Legislators (NCOIL) on 
July 1 3 adopted a Resolution Supporting Slate Regulation of the Use of Credit Information in Personal 
Insurance— which highlights the ongoing 26-state success of an NCOIL insurance scoring model act and 
opposes federal plans to usurp state prerogative. 

The resolution, adopted during the NCOIL Summer Meeting in New York City, recognizes the 2002 
NCOIL model's ability to protect consumers and promote competitive insurance markets, including 
provisions that assist the young, old, and those who suffer extraordinary life events. Nearly ail states, the 
resolution notes, regulate credit-based scoring. The NCOIL resolution says also that H.R. 5633, the 
Nondiscriminatory Use of Consumer Reports and Consumer Information Act of 2008 and H. R. 6062, the 
Personal Lines of Insurance Fairness Act of 20OB, would intrude on state-level efforts to oversee 
insurance scoring. 

The NCOIL resolution opposes any federal legislation that would disregard legislatures' ability to 
determine what is best for their individual states and would infringe on state authority to regulate the 
business of insurance. Proponents of the pending bills say they would remedy concerns that insurance 
scores serve as "stand-ins" for race, income, or ethnicity. 
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According to NCOIL Secretary Rep. George Keiser (ND), sponsor of the resolution, "The NCOIL model 
successfully balances consumer and other interests and makes it clear, in our opinion, that federal regulation is 
unnecessary. Those in Congress who worry about the fairness of insurance scoring should read the NCOIL 
model law and look at what NCOIL-based states have accomplished— since most states resolved this issue, in a 
timely way, several years ago." 

In general, the NCOIL Model Act Regarding Use of Credit Information in Personal Insurance prohibits credit 
experience from being the sole factor Influencing a personal-lines underwriting or rating decision and provides for 
use of updated credit information, among other things. 

Adoption of the NCOIL resolution followed Rep. Kaiser's May 21 testimony at a U.S. House Subcommittee on 
Oversight & Investigations hearing entitled The Impact of Credit-Based Insurance Scoring on the Availability and 
AffordabSily of Insurance. 

The NCOIL Executive Committee vote on July 13 followed Property-Casualty Insurance Committee adoption of 
the resolution on July 11. The NCOIL Summer Meeting was held at the Marriott Marquis in Times Square. 

NCOIL is an organization of state legislators whose main area of public policy interest is Insurance legislation and 
regulation. Most legislators active in NCOIL either chair or are members of the committees responsible for 
insurance legislation in their respective state houses across the country. More information is available at 
www.ncoil.org .

Governor's Briefing 
Western Alaska Access Planning Study 



In May of this year DOT&PF issued an RFP to analyze the potential for constructing a 
highway between the contiguous Alaska highway system and the isolated highway 
system on the Seward Peninsula Contract negotiations are currently underway with 
DOWL Engineers and are expected to be completed within a month. The study is 
expected to be complete by August 2009. The budget for this initial planning study is 
$1,000,000. The study will result in recommendations and cost estimates for actions 
needed to implement construction. 

The purpose of this highway is to facilitate resource and community development in the 
region. The study encompasses the area west of the Dalton Highway, north of the Yukon 
and lower Tanana River basins and south of the Brooks Range (see map). The length of 
the proposed highway is approximately 600 miles, depending on the route. 

Alternative routes will be identified based on potential economic benefits, topographic 
and environmental constraints and land management considerations. Planning level 
estimates will be prepared for design, construction and maintenance. The study will 
include review and update of all relevant information from previous publications and 
studies.

Subject: Recruitment and Retention 

Governor: 

I understand that other commissioners have had opportunities to talk with you about 
recruitment and retention. I have not had the same opportunity to provide you with 
an update on all that has happened since you became Governor and appointed me to 
this position. 

It became clear to me early on, that 1-2% salary increases were not going to solve our 
recruitment and retention problems. I communicated that to Mike Tibbies and to 
legislators. But, I also remain convinced that the Working Group can address issues 
like telecommuting, which could allow State employees with families to not have to 
pay for day care two or three days a week, and 4-day work weeks, which save on gas 
and day care costs are other avenues we can implement. These will be discussed 
again in our next Working Group meeting. 

1) I have successfully negotiated 8 out of 1 1 labor contracts. All of them, the best 
contracts in 15 years. These employees (all but the maritime unions) have 
seen or by July 28 will see from 5% to 8.5% salary increases since you took 
office. The new PSEA contract (5%) is at least on par with the Municipality of 
Anchorage, and better when you consider the State pays SBS and MOA does 
not. 

2) Salary increases for GGU and SU took effect May 1, and were seen in 
paychecks May 28. These employees received 4 and 5.5% respectively, 
beginning on May 1, and retroactive to July 1, 2007. They also received a 3% 
increase beginning July 1. Commissioners von Scheben and Hartig did a 
survey of employees in March - prior to these salary increases impacting their 
employees. I am not surprised that the employees surveyed, who at that time 
had not seen any increases, said that salary was the biggest issue for them. I 
would like to see a new survey done in October, which reflects these new 
increases. 

3) We successfully got HB 417 through the Legislature, bringing the non-covered 
employees (attorneys at OPA/PD and Department of Law, and other rank and 
file positions) up 5.5%. We removed impediments to service step improvements 
which will mean a 3.75% increase to employees every two years after Step F 
(with a good evaluation and regardless of any other negotiated increases). This 
indirectly will save time and effort as Division of Personnel employees won't 
have to make and audit complicated calculations about placement on the 
salary schedule. 

4) I had directed our folks to work with the Department of Health and Social 
Services to see if we could help provide some assistance with the difficulties in 
recruitment and retention of social workers. I testified during our budget 
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hearings and, I believe, during hearings on HB 4 17 that we would look specifically 
at this problem. My understanding is that the meeting yesterday went well, 
DHSS has some concepts that they are discussing with Commissioner Hogan 
internally and well see if it meets their needs. 

5) I have a meeting July 23 with Mike Nizich, Karen Rehfeld and Commissioners 
Irwin, Lloyd and Hartig, and AG Colberg to talk about professional positions 
and difficulty recruiting for some of these. I understand that the State must be 
competitive in positions that are necessary to support resource development. 
We increased AOGCC engineers' salaries to $150,000 in August of 2007 and 
followed (as we promised DNR) with support for the increase to Division of 
O&G engineers to $150,000 in the legislative session. These increases were 
singled out in our budget subcommittee and I was asked about the 
relationship between the increases. I have publicly supported the need to 
increase these salaries so our mission critical employees are not picked off by 
the oil companies. 

6) We received $400,000 for a geographic differential study. This piece will (if the 
Legislature implements) rectify pay problems and inequities of cost of living 
throughout Alaska. I am working with the unions and will be working with 
legislators as the elections get closer to talk through the politics of 
implementing the results of the study. I'm very familiar with the background 
of why this has failed in the past. The fact that the Legislature agreed to fund 
it makes me cautiously optimistic about implementation. 

7) If you have an opportunity to re-read pages 11-12 of the Working Group report 
- you can see all of the efforts that have, are and will be put to addressing 
recruitment and retention. We're marching right down the list of what we said 
we'd do. 

I am in fairly constant communication with the hundreds of hiring managers who 
work for the commissioners. I am taking their suggestions and they are helping 
implement mine: 

a) Telling departments to stop advertising positions and asking for SOA 
experience only. Yes, this is still happening. 

b) Helping departments to stop writing minimum qualifications so tightly 
that no one applies. 

What IVe heard you say is that you are trying to constrain growth to 4% per year. 
IVe already helped us go over that to the tune of about 9% for salary increases that 
have been sorely needed. My plan is to continue the momentum. I have always 
stayed in close contact with the Chief of Staff to ensure we are on the same page. 
This situation didn't happen overnight, and we are on a path to making sustainable 
changes. 

Please let me know if there are things that you are concerned about that 1 may be 
overlooking. I appreciate your confidence in my ability to tackle this multi-faceted 
problem for the long haul, not just short-term fixes,

Waste Management launched an unsolicited surprise counter offer to buy 
Republic Services for about $6.19 billion, potentially derailing Republic's 
deal to acquire Allied Waste Industries Inc. for $6.77 billion. Republic said 
In a statement that it would carefully review the proposal and respond In 
due course, but the company noted that it already had a definitive merger 
agreement with Allied Waste. Waste Management's bid of $34 per share 
represents a 22% premium to Republic's recent closing price, but that stock 
had been off by 17% since rumors of Its deal to buy Allied first surfaced.

Thanks Kelly. 

I understand Sen. Wagoners' concerns and there are other legislators that are wary of spending nearly 
$800m by giving it to residents. They want to control all the spending of all the money, whether there is a 
surplus or not. 

The concept of having the rebate apply to all "residents" is that Article 8 of our constitution establishes the 
principle of our resources belonging to all residents. I suppose a payment could go to a household 
instead and that could reduce the total spend, but if you go to households you will also get pushback from 
D's (Cissna, etc.) about people who don't have a home to show as a household. 

As to the supplemental application process, one of the main reasons we went to it is to allow all the 
veterans who don't apply for the PFD (because the feds take it off their VA benefits) to get the benefit of 
this payment These are disabled vets and vets over 65 making under $13,000 a year. Some of our most 
vulnerable vets. 

The transmittal letter, the bill, and my testimony are very clear that this is a special one-time payment. It 
is different than the PFD which was intended to be "permanent". But, legislators may be worried there will 
be constituents who will always want more and they have to be the bad guys next year who don't renew 
the program. That's probably true that some constituents will always want more money. But those folks 
will want more money regardless of this bill. 

There are other needs in the State like transportation and we have introduced an appropriation bill that 
includes roads. We also introduced a transportation endowment bill last year that would have provided 
another $50 million a year for road projects statewide like the Sterling highway project that is his number 
one priority. I think we wilt be introducing some sort of similar endowment bill again next session. So the 
passage of the resource rebate bill does not mean we won't be doing things for transportation in the 
future. 

There is opposition. But I think legislators who vote no are going to have to face some very angry 
constituents who are getting hammered by high fuel prices and want some relief. 

I will continue working with C&RA members on technical or minor amendments and try to count votes this 
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week and report in.

I'm sorry I wasn't aware of the summit that was held In 
Dillingham. I am assuming that villages with concerns such as 
South Naknek with its current energy crisis should go through 
BBNC to ensure we speak with a collective voice to address 
our current crisis. If so, are you the contact person? 

If this is the case, South Naknek Village Council communicated 
to governor Palin In late June and early July that her $1200.00 
proposal does not come close to helping anyone In village 
Alaska nor does dropping the taxes at the gas pump. We have 
calculated for South Naknek, the current cost for heating, fuel, 
electricity, water & sewer and gasoline will cost each 
household approximately $18000 to $20000 for the coming 
year. This high cost for energy does not address all other 
annual vital needs such as food, etc. 

Our current heating fuel cost is $6.50 per gallon, we are not 
sure what the increase will be when our fall fuel barge arrives. 
I'm sure an additional $1 will be added. Electricity water and 
sewer are attached to high fuel cost. Gasoline is near $8 and 
rising. There is no doubt fuel cost in the upriver, lake area and 
the Peninsula villages will experience even higher costs. 
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This crisis is immediate and if not addressed before mid Sept. (when 
the fuel barges stop running), the costs will even be higher, that is if 
anyone could afford it. There is not a family here that can afford the 
current prices. So between now and the end of August what are the 
plans? I do not see anything concrete that would help our immediate 
needs. 

All of the other items discussed are important and needed, however 
more long term in nature and should be pursued regardless. Our 
Immediate concern is the here and the now. Families are worried 
about where to find the money for the next 50 gallons of heating fuel 
and where do they find the next 5 gallons of gas to pick their net. 
This issue alone Is where the state needs hard hitting now. Unless 
the state addresses the current crisis regarding high energy costs, 
all of the other items discussed at the summit will not matter. 
Village people will be forced from their villages come Sept. if the 
state does not step forward and help now. Out migration has been 
accelerated the past couple of years with the high cost of living 
and villagers are now getting desperate. 

Fish base prices are 12 cents per pound less than last year. Bay 
Watch paid their fishermen off with 50 cents a pound, and they are 
generally the highest paying processor in the Naknek River. 
Since BBNC has taken the lead role to address the energy crisis I am 
hoping my statements can be included and pursued along with 
everyone else's. I'm not sure if other villages are aware of BBNC's 
lead roll on these issues. Have they been contacted? Has there 
been discussions with the Governor or Staff? The Governor needs to 
get on board Immediately, as does Bryce about our immediate 
energy crisis. There is no time to waste. Everyday counts. Please 
keep me informed. Thank you very much for your efforts.

I'm sorry I wasn't aware of the summit that was held in Dillingham. I 
am assuming that villages with concerns such as South Naknek with 
Its current energy crisis should go through BBNC to ensure we speak 
with a collective voice to address our current crisis. If so, are you 
the contact person? 

If this Is the case, South Naknek Village Council communicated to 
governor Palm in late June and early July that her $1200.00 proposal 
does not come close to helping anyone in village Alaska nor does 
dropping the taxes at the gas pump. We have calculated for South 
Naknek, the current cost for heating, fuel, electricity, water & sewer 
and gasoline will cost each household approximately $18000 to 
$20000 for the coming year. This high cost for energy does not 
address all other annual vital needs such as food, etc. 

Our current heating fuel cost is $6.50 per gallon, we are not sure 
what the increase will be when our fall fuel barge arrives. I'm sure 
an additional $1 will be added. Electricity water and sewer are 
attached to high fuel cost. Gasoline is near $8 and rising. There is 
no doubt fuel cost in the upriver, lake area and the Peninsula 
villages will experience even higher costs. 

This crisis Is Immediate and if not addressed before mid Sept. (when 
the fuel barges stop running), the costs will even be higher, that is if 
anyone could afford it. There is not a family here that can afford the 
current prices. So between now and the end of August what are the 
plans? I do not see anything concrete that would help our 
Immediate needs. 

All of the other items discussed are important and needed, however 
more long term in nature and should be pursued regardless. Our 
immediate concern is the here and the now. Families are worried 
about where to find the money for the next 50 gallons of heating fuel 
and where do they find the next 5 gallons of gas to pick their net. 
This issue alone is where the state needs hard hitting now. Unless 
the state addresses the current crisis regarding high energy costs, 
all of the other items discussed at the summit will not matter. 
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Village people mil be forced from their villages come Sept. if the 
state does not step forward and help now. Out migration has been 
accelerated the past couple of years with the high cost of living 
and villagers are now getting desperate. 

Fish base prices are 12 cents per pound less than last year. Bay 
Watch paid their fishermen off with 50 cents a pound, and they are 
generally the highest paying processor In the Naknek River. 
Since BBNC has taken the lead role to address the energy crisis I am 
hoping my statements can be Included and pursued along with 
everyone else's. I'm not sure if other villages are aware of BBNC's 
lead roll on these issues. Have they been contacted? Has there 
been discussions with the Governor or Staff? The Governor needs to 
get on board immediately, as does Bryce about our Immediate 
energy crisis. There is no time to waste. Everyday counts. Please 
keep me informed. Thank you very much for your efforts.
